around their necks is a burden of debt. The resulting worry has undermin- 
ed their health, handicapped their efforts, and made otherwise assured pro- 
gress impossible. And what is true of individuals is equally true of Gov- 
ernments and nations if people would only fully ‘realize it. 

The imperative necessity of boldly facing and tackling the problem of 


debt reduction in Canada is emphasized by a recent newspaper despatch from ' 


Ottawa giving Canada’s net debt on December 31st last as $2,415,538,100, an 
incréase rs. a the year of $3,041,949. That is to say, five years ‘after the 
close of the war; Canada’s fational debt, instead of being reduced, 
focreasing. 
It is a favorite excuse for present heavy taxation that we are. paying for 
the War, and that when so many thousands paid with their lives and in cpip-, 
pled bodies and impaired health, we,should not object to paying with our 
dollars. Canadians, almost without &xception, are willing and ready, even 
anxious, to pay for the war. But how can it be said, with a still increasing 
- debt five years after the war, we are paying for the war? True, we are pay- 
ing over one hundred millions a year interest on the war debt arid some tens 
of millions more annually in pensions and re-establishment of soldiers, and 
to. that extent are paying for the war, But this is not enough, because ihe 
national burden is not being reduced but-is being carried on indefinitely into 
the future,

Dominion is not even “marking time,” but is getting a little deeper into debt 
every year, - .

An Insecticide 

The growing of tobacco not for 
smoking purposes, but-es a source of 
nicotine for-use as an insecticide is 
one of the problems upon which the 
U.S. Bureau of Plant Industry is now 
busy, Dr. William,yA. Taylor, chief of 
the bureau, told the American Instt- 
tute of Chemical Engineers in session. 

Tobacco stems and leaf scraps, low 
in niéotine, are now the chief sources 
of.the poison, and thé methods of ex- 
traction are expensive,. while tobacco 
as such has a relatively high yield per 
acre.. The problem then is, accord- 
ing to Dr. Taylor, to produce a suffi- 
ciently large yield per acre of tobacco 
of average nicotine content or to in- 
créase the present content of the drug 
to the extent that cultivation of the 
erop for this Durpose alone would be 
profitable. 

Pute nicotine, mixed with some 
inert substance; is now replacing to- 
bacco dust as an insecticide because 
of the greater unifgrmity and reliabil- 
ity of the product.—Science Service.

Commercial kaolin, or china clays, 
are residual clays derived from a rock 
composed mostly of. feldspar, or con- 
taining little or noiron oxide. Crude 
kaolin is mostly prepared for the pot- 
tery industry by washing, in order to 
free it from impurities, generally; 
quartz grains. The washed kaolin is 
known by the name, china clay. 

China clays are: less plastic than 
stoneware clays and generally burn.to 
a white-porous mass. They are mix- 
ed with. ball clay feldspar, and flint 
for the manufacture of porcelain and 
white earthenware bodies, The only 
kaolin, so far found in Canada, is at 
St. Remi d’Amherst,, in Argenteuil | 
County, Quebéc, 

Southern Saskatchewan is the. ‘only 
region in Canada where valuable clays 
occur in abundance. There ts a var- 
jiety of white and grey clays over a} 
large area, varying from’ low-grade 
stoneware clays to fireclays.
